17.—Senato r Car­ 
lisle was in Washingto n yesterday. He 
put aside the talk o f his go ing into the 
cabinet as a thing no t to be discussed 
at all. 
Speaking o f the pro spect o f an 
extra sessio n he said that it was abso ­ 
lutely impo ssible to say whether o r no t 
there wo uld be an extra sessio n. 
It 
wo uld all depend upo n co nditio ns no t 
yet develo ped and which in the na­ 
ture o f things co uld no t develo p un­ 
til later o n. 
He had seen Mr. Cleve­ 
land befo re leaving New Yo rk and was 
satisfied that it was no t po ssible fo r him 
to tell yet what wo uld be do ne. 
“ If there is an extra sessio n,” he 
said, “ it will pro bably no t 
late in the fall. 
It depends 
cumstances. 
The tariff alo ne w ill no t 
fnrnish sufficient reaso n fo r an extra 
sessio n. 
The financial affairs o f the 
go vernment may 
in such shape as to 
make an extra sessio n imperative. 
It 
appears pro bable that we shall find 
that there is no t eno ugh mo ny in the 
treasury fo r the needs o f the go vern­ 
ment. 
There is a situatio n in the treas­ 
ury 
vhich 
every tho ughtful 
man 
who has co nsidered the matter has fo re­ 
seen. 
There is an accumulatio n o f de­ 
ficiencies and o bligatio ns that have 
been co ntracted and will co me o ver to 
us. 
It may be that this situatio n will 
furnish reaso n eno ugh why an extra 
sessio n sho uld be called. 
We shall have 
to see what co ngress do es at this ses­ 
sio n. 
If they do no t repeal the Sher­ 
man law relating to the purchase o f 
silver and take such o ther actio n as the 
situatio n demands, we may be swamped. 
Upo n these things depend the calling 
o f an extra sessio n. 
“ I canno t see the need o f an extra 
sessio n fo r any o ther reaso n, but o f 
co urse I have no thing to say abo ut that. 
If Mr. Cleveland do es no t favo r it that 
settles the questio n. 
As to tariff legis­ 
latio n, 1 think the party will go slo wly 
and be go verned by wdse co unsels. Mr. 
Depevv and Mr. Reid say they are 
in favo r o f giving the demo crats a 
chance to go ahead at o nce with 
their refo rm pro gramme, 
and that 
wo uld 
seem 
to 
mean 
that they 
wo uld like to see so me tariff legislatio n 
at the co ming sessio n o f co ngress. 
No thing wo uld give me greater satis- 
fao ticn than to see the senate take up 
the bills that were passed by the ho use 
last winter and put them thro ugh. 
That wo uld be at least a l>eginning and 
the so o ner we begin the better.” 
The o ther view o f the case was taken 
by Representative Wilso n, o f West Vir­ 
ginia, the chairman o f the last natio nal 
demo cratic cou"^ intio u, 
who 
befo re 
leaving Washingto n to -day fo r New 
Yo rk said: 
“ The true wo rth and value o f a tariff 
bill canno t be tested in a sho rt time 
and the first effects appear so metimes 
to be what they really are no t. I think 
it wo uld be mo st impo litic to place a 
new tariff bill befo re the co untry just 
previo us to the electio ns o f 1894. There 
is reaso n to favo r the extra sessio n idea, 
and I think the so o ner the pro po sed 
tiiriff changes go into effect the betto r. ’

I h ave decided to finish it. now th a t m y sick ­ 
ness h as becom e ch ronic, and w ill not give m e 
long life, and also on account of m y wife, wh o 
died five m onth s ago, wh o w as m y com fort and 
th e com fort of our fam ily.

fra te rna l passion tow ard our ch ildren re(iuires 
m e not to leave th pm on th o s tr e e t w ith out a t ­ 
tendance and w ith out th e care of th e ir p a re nts. 
To th e tom b th ey w ill com e: so now th e y w ill 
enjoy m ore felicity. 
T h a t our souls m ay re s t in peace.
